POWER VISION 


Sees Vast Wealth in New 
Electric Resources.

Waterways scheme is growing in Mont- 
real. When Senator McDougald, chair- 


man of the board of Montreal harbor 
commissioners, placed his indorse- 
ment on the project in a speech in 
the senate a few weeks ago, this city, 
Which inferentially was opposed to the 
‘gtheme, began to sit up and wonder if, 
@fter all, there could be another side 
to the question. 
W. W. Goforth, assistant professor 
of economics, McGill university, who 
has given the proposition an exhaus- 
tive study, today advocated the scheme 
Which would give Chicago an outlet to 
the Atlantic. He spoke before the 
Canadian club of Montreal, the largest 
aud most influential body of its kind 
ii the dominion. Five hundred citi- 
zens heard the speech. i 
Prot. Goforth said there should be 
question of letting the Americans 
ike Canadian power. Canada should 
keep its own power, despite the fact 
that New England was hungry for 
more and cheaper electricity. He con- 
fidently believed Quebec and Ontario 
would be able to absorb the additional 
horsepower. He pointed out that out 
of the 6,000,000 horsepower to be pro- 
@uced, 1,000,000 was owned by the 
United States, 1,000,000 by Ontario, 


. Fears No Overproduction. 

Prof. Goforth laid down a principle 
mamely, that because of the basic na- 
ture of electricity, and its great va- 
riety of uses, both industrial and do- 
mestic, it is relatively impossible to 
bring about an overproduction of elec- 
tricity. One proviso was added, that 
the cost of developing the power 
should not be prohibitive. 

In three ways Prof. Goforth told 
how the additional power can be ab- 
sorbed. First, in industry, which 
would consume between half a mil- 
lion and three-quarters of a million 
horsepower within ten years of de- 
velopment of the sites of power in the 
St. Lawrewce project. Second, he said 
up to half 4 million horsepower could 

absorbed in the electricfication of 
ways. Normal growth of popula- 
tion would take care of the balance, 
the electricity being needed for a va- 
riety of wants, including the increas 
ing domestic uses. 
Use in Navigation. : 

After dealing with the power aspect’ 
Prof. Goforth tackled the other issue, 
navigation, about which there has been 
bitter opposition to the scheme.

TRANSIT ROW TONIGHT 


New York, March 6.—{Special.]— | 
Unless the Interborough Rapid Transit
